them: after Moſes appeared, their burthens wete 


ancred- 
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increaſed; after leave to. depart,. many: changes. 
and uncertainties: ſometimes Pharaoh: will. ler 
them goe, ſometimes not. The laſtdeſigne upon: 
them worſt of all, Pharaeh raiſed Armes againſt 
them.. After that great deliverance through the 
redſca; they were forty yeares in: the Wilder- 

neſle, beſet with many, wants ; they waat bread, 
and they want water, and which was worſt, they 
wanted faith, and patience; they murmure, and 
are weary of their deliverance, Let ws goe backe to. 
Egypt : And of their Deliverer, We know not what: 
5 become of this Moſes : and: weary of God him- 
ſelfe, Let us make us new gods, They were belſcrt 
with enemies en all ſides, Ama/et, Meah,0g,tigh- 
ting enemies, plotting Enemies, conjuring ene- 
mics; and ſometimes their fins made God their 
enemy, he fought againſt them with fiery ſcr- 
pents, Plagues.. 1/raels deliverance from Babylon, 
was as full of oppoſition. Syr#s- makes-Procla- 
mation far the re-bulding the Temple, Ezr4 1. 
the worke is taken in hand, an Altar ſet up, the 
toundations laid, offerings frequented, Worke- 
men prepared : ſome adverſaries that offered their 
 helpe being refuſed, ſeduce the King by their e-- 
vill counſell; and then the Reformation 1s coun+ 
ted Rebellion, they.are commanded to ceaſe, and 
the worke reſts till the ſecond of Davw. Ezr44.. 
»/t, In Nehemiahs time, what threatning, Plot- 
ting, and ſcoffing was praQtifed by Sand-baller, 
and Tobiah 2- ſome of the Nobles were wrought 
off from the worke, and proved:treacherous.. Ne-- 
hemiah 6.11, and ye God carryed on the worke 
| through: 
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through many difficulties. When Chriſt came 
with ſalvation-into the world, all Feruſalemwas 
troubled, and He-od cheir King, Matth. 2. 3, 4 
deſperate wickedneſle was preſently practiſed, He-- 
rod, that he might kill Chriſt, commands: that 
all the male Fo. oak ſhould be killed: and ſo their 
condition was worſe:then before ; they loſt both 
their King and their children. When he appea- 
red in his Miniſtery, what new Doctrine was 
Preached'? Never man taught as he taught. What 
miracles were wrought £ rhe whole City receive 
and embrace their Saviour, crying Heſanma, with 
ſuch Joy and chearcfulneſle, as it Heaven would 
preſently come to the earth: bur quickly after, 
the people ſeduced by the Scribes and Phariſces, 
cryes as bitterly, Crucifie him, Crucifie him: Hes 
betrayed, accuſed, condemned , crucifyed, and 
buryed , all ſteps to our deliverance. | 

The reaſons of this point are briefly theſe. 

Firft, God hath no more then he gets by con- 
queſt, and that out of the-hands of many migh- 
ty, and malignant enemies, which never give up 
power to Chriſt, but with. much ſtriving. | 

Secondly, God ſuffers difficulties: to come in 
the way, to manifeſt his owne power, that heis 
ableto carry on his worke-through the \ſtrongeſt

- Thirdly, God doth it to firus for mercies:what 
we game with . difficulty: we highly prize, -and 
what we eaſily obtaine, we ſoone deſpiſe, 'As

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the hammer and file; the choyceſt bleflings muſt 
paſſe throughthe fire of affliction. 

Fourthly, God ſuffers it for the tryall of his 
people. When the Church proſpers,ſhe ſhall have 
many followers more then true friends : there- 
fore God ſends a Sword to pierce, that the thoughts 
of many hea:ts may be diſcovered, as Simeon pro- 
phecies, Lak.2.35. Therefore are the tryals God 
brought upon 1/rael in the Wilderneſle, called 
provings, 1 have proved thee at the waters of Meri- 
ba, Pſalm, $1.7, In great undertakings God doth 
as he did by Gideons Army: there was thirty thou- 
ſand armed againſt Midian, Fudges 7. God diſs 
—_— as many as were' fearcfull , twenty two 
thouſand upon ſecond thoughts were wiſer then 
to venture themſelves againſt ſuch an enemy, and 
depart, and-yetthe people are too many , God 
hath an other diſcovering device in the 5. and's: 
verſes, they that lay downe or bowed themſelves 
to drinke, men of low ſpirits given to fatisfie 
their bellies; or as ſome conjeRure, they that had 
uſed ro bow to Baal, and had not forgot their ſu- 
perſttion, but bowed to drinke;,God would have 
none of themz onely three hundred active men, 
that lapt their water, they were fit for the ſervice. 
So God many times ſuffers the tree of the-Church 
to be ſhaken, /'that gotten fruite may dropoff,” "To 
build Feraſslem is an honourable ſetvice; onely 
choyce ſpirits ſhall have the'dignity ro have their 
hands .in it, -- 121; MU 2) We

Nimrods and devouring oppreſſours, ſhould ſuffer 
themſelves to be dilpulleſied without reſiſtance 
and oppoſition, It is with us as it was with the 
mans {onine, Mark, 9. 26, W hen our Saviour came 
tO caſt out the dumbe and deafe ſpirit, The Devil 
rent him ſore, ard laid him as dead, till Feſus tooke 
him by the hag: So ut with us, there have been 
ſome attempts to caſt our the dumbe and deafe 
ſpirit of rhis Kingdome , but now Chriit comes 
ro doe itindeed, he raves, and teares,and toames, 
and blaſphemes, ſhakes the very pillars of the 
Kingdome, crackes the foundation of Govern- 
ment, and threatens confuſion to the whole; but 

we hope by the helpe of Chriſts hands, the iflie 
will be good. God ſeJdome doth great things 
' Without great commotions. Pawl and Silas were

| Lerirſtirre youup, as toexpeR, (o to prepare 7, z, 
for Cificultics: Let oppoſition double, and nor 
weaken your reſolutions. Noble and generous 
diſpoſitions are confirmed and exaſperated by op- 
poſitions. Take heed of forlaking a good cauſe 
tor bad enemies : thar is apparent, your cauſe the 
Leſt, your enemies the worſt, which is ſutficienc 
encouragement. It were madneſſe to leape out of 
the ſhip, becauſe the windes blow , or to forſake 
the Church, becauſe of ſome dangers: while you 
ſtand, the devill and wicked men ate yourecne- 
mies, if you turne, God and the prayers of his 
people will be upon the backe of you. If Hea- 
ven and Earth ſhould make warre, there would be 
no corner of the world ſo ſafe, as on Gods, and 
the Churches fide. In the midſt of dangers looke 
upon feare with Nehemiabs eyes, as a reproach- Nebe.6.r;. 
full ſinne; we may incourage you, as Czſar did 
his fearefull ſhipmaſter in a ſtorme, Feare xot thou 
carryeſt Ceſar and all his fortunes: So lay Ito you, 
Feare not, you carry Chriſt, his Ordinances, his 
People, and their liberties. David incourages 
himfelfeu onthe ſame ground, Pſalme 46. 1 will

unto them. Bur to the purpoſe. Friday morning, Fly 
15.between 4.and 5.0f the clock in the morning, a lit- 
tle above Wellage, one Themes Weſt, caſting his net upon 
the comming in ofthe tide,for Salmonzupon the draws. 
ing in of the net, (whoſe weight and difficulty in drag- 
ing portcnded to him gogd tidings) on a fudden he 
ound a ſtrange alteration : he ſecs inthe net a Fiend, * 
not a Fiſh; at the leaſt a Monſter, not an ordinary crea- 
ture. Had not his companion had a better reſolution, he 
would rather have becn rid of his ner, then troubled 
' with his gueſt, ſo deeply was he ſtruck with the odious 
ſhape of it. I now proceed to its ſhape and dimenſions, 
lt is by the vote of. diveys Gentlemen of greatqualty 
that went ta ſee. it; ſuch a monſtrous creature as {carce 
cal be beleeved ever to have becn ſccn.: this morning 
brought alive intoGlove-Alley in Kings ſtreet, Jt is cats 
led a Toad-fiſh,and with good reaſon; for the head and 
eycs,when itlyes upon its belty,doe perfeQly reſemble 
4 Toad, But here lycs the wonder, turne him up,or but 
a lictle raiſe his-hcad, and you ſhall behold the perteR 
breaſt and cheſt of a man; aay wow may eyidently tell 
>: _ 
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as many ribs,both ſhort and long,as arc ina man,and of 
the ſame joynture and feature;and two as perfect hands 
as any man whatſoever. By which it is evidentthat he 
ſwims upright,beating the water with his hands, as we 
all know how the Toad marcheth with his ſnowr up- 
wards. His mouth very broad, with three ranks of ſharp 
tecth ; whereby itis probable that it 15 a devouting, ra- 
venous,and prey-booting fiſh - iS its mouthithe ye- 
ry cmbleme of a Toad,as likewile its eyes. A Butchers | 
wife comming in haſtily to ſee ir,and hcaring at the firſt 

that there was a ſtrange fiſh to be ſcene,and being upon 

it in che ſtable where it laybetore fhe was aware,thruft- 

ing in among others, ſtarted from it with a ſhreek, cry- 

ing,0h the devill in the ſhape of 4 great fiſh,twounded, and 

was faine to be carryed out. "The dimenfions' of the 

fiſhare theſe : He is in length well-nigh five foot, in 

breadth a yard over, having oneach ſide two huge fins, 

in likenefſe much like a Thornback, his taile aztoot in 

| length, as it were all of Whale-bone. 

Now the comming up of this mbnſter into the freſh 
river, and ſo nigh the ſhore, is more then remarkable,

came at him, Bathfbeba had borne him the Sonne gotren in 
Adultery before Nathan came to beare him tidings of Gods 
anger for his ſfinne z and when the wicked Jewes had Cryci- 
fied our blefſed Saviour, and had raken away the life of the 
Lord of life, hee walked ſo leafurely after them, rhat it 
was forty yeares long before his approach in Indgemear, for. 
ſolong it was before their City was deſtroyed by Titzs, and 
all char while the voyce of God in his ſervants the Apoſiles, 
earneſtly calling them to repentance. 

Bur why did the Lord thus delay to puniſh theſe wicked 
Offenders? and why makes hee no more haft. here after our 
firſt Parents? doubtleſſe hee ſtaid as long as hee could well 
from comming to them , that they might in the interim 
havecome unto him, hee is loath to approach to ,them too 
ſuddainely, that they might have time to approach .unto 
him by their penitency, - burif che old World will not waſh 
away their ſinnes with their repentant teares when God de- 
layes, in concluſion he will waſh them with a floud of wa- 
ters : Sodowe and Gomorrah not quenching their. burning

Fir't, becauſe in former ages this Kingdome hath very (eldome re- 
linquiſhe its repreſentative, ele&ted, intruſted Counce)]], and when it 
hath, it hath ſoon found caule to repent that Treachery,and inſtabiliry, 
& commonly that Repentance proved fatall both co King 8 kingdom. 

Secondly, That private Councell by which his Majeſty is incenſed 
231i1ſt his generall Councell, « bſcures it ſe]ffrom the world ; neither 
iernames nor qualities, nor their grounds of exception are d:clared 
rayowed, And fince his Majeſtie is now attendeJ by fo many Peers, 
Councellors of ſtate, Judges, and Lawyers, and hath ſufficient Forces 
commence warre, and cannot be imagined to vbey the condud of 
meere private reaſon, in a matter of ſuch cravſcendear conſequence, 
veareaptrothinke, thatthe promoters of this horrid warre would 
not conceale themſelves and their grounds, if they were not P apiſts, 
Prelates, Delinquents, neceſſcous Couriers, or ſuch me! cinary Sword- 
men,as no Nation nor age ever expetted faith or pietie from. And chere 
52 rumnur here ſpread,thar divers of the Nobles now in his Majeſties 
traine departed not from hence without great ſolicitation, and have 
nt that freedome now of advice, or of acceſſe ro his Majeſtie, or re- 
ceſſe ro the Parliament, as was expeXted, nor does any thing under 
beir hands publikely reſtifie, how far:e they adjudge this Parliament 
A 2 TAayni 
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rraycerous, or this warre gainſt it juſtifiable, And yer policy, juſtice, 
honour muſt needs inforce this, and doth challenge ir both from hig 
Majeſtie and from them. 

Thirdly, we having lived nearer and beene more jealouſly intentive 
eye and eare witneſſes of Parliamentary proceedings, then rerioter 
count 12s, have not beene able ro diſcover any difloyaltie in the major 
part of Lords and Commons, but on the contrary,have ſeene allthe 
ſlaunders of their enemies,dereted of viilanous falſhood and malice,as 
in the maine matters of ingrolling the publike treaſure to their owne 
uſe,or ſecking to corrupt the Afilitia of the Land, that thereby they 
might tirannize over King and kingdome,we beleeve,we ſee,we know 
the conirary,and ſo miſt needs all ſober men, 

Fourthly, if his Naieſtie did nor relie upon allegations without 
proofes,and if choſe allegations alſo were not tul! of uncertaintie and 
inſuffiency many times, no blood need to be ſhed in this difference, 
alegall debate even in Parliament it ſelfe would fifr out the cruth to the 
ſatisfation of all the kingdome, and neither the Orators congue, nor 
the ſouldicrs arme (whom none but times very calamitous uſe to im- 
pl-y)neede here to be ingaged: for ſometimes his Maieſtic profeſſesto 
have honorable thoughts concerning the Parliament, blaming onely 
the too great influence which ſome malignant partie hath upon both 
houſes, yer his Maieſtie names no malignants, nor ſpecifies the nature 
of that influence ; ſometimes his Maieſtie chargeth by name ſome fey 
of each Houſe,and promiſeth particular charges, but publiſheth none, 
ſometimes his Maieſty inveigheth againſt ſome particular Vores ofthe 
maior part of both Houſes, condemning them as treaſonable, and ap- 
parently illegall, butraketh no iſſue, nor alignerh any legall cryall, nor 
alloweth any «ppeale from his owne breaſt 2nd Sword, and thoughin 
very te:rmes no warre is confeſſed againſt che Parliament, yet it 15 ma- 
meniteſtly levied againſt Sir John Hotham, cc. for being an Actor u!- 

der the Parliament, and treaſon is fixed upon all ſuch as obey the or- 
dinance of both Houſes : and yer both Houſes therpſelyes mult not be 
thought to be aymed at; and as there is uncertaintic in the parties 
charged ſo there is the hke in the crimes imputed, for ſometimes the 
ordinance concerningthe 7ilitia, btares the burchen of all, ſomerimes 
ſome other plots & conſpiracies of bringing in an arbitrary power,and 
Ariltocratical) uſurpation over King and kingdome, both are intima- 
ted, and a more ſatisfatory narration of particulars are promiſed, but 
we ſee no ſuch thing as yer pe formed. And thus the caſe not being 


yet rightly ſtated, nor the certaine traytors nominated nor the _— 
creaſons 
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reaſons declared, nor ny other interpreter of Law, but his Maieſtie 
alone without any of his Peeres or Judges admuted, yer we are mo- 
yed to bztray that rreſhaule aſſembly, whom all law, conſcience and 
intereſt, nay, all that is ſacred or can be neare or deare unto us, bindes 
1sto defend with our lives, tiil wee are clearely conyinced of their 
fa\ſhood [O US. 

Fifty, divers exceptions taken againſt the Parliament much inſiſted 
on,as that they may vote tne King to be at London when he is at Yorks, 
or declare trea.on to be loyaltie, and loyaliie treaſon, &c, ſavour of 
megre merriment, and require no other an{wer, if the ſadneſle of the 
times would allow ic, for though generall conſent inable the Far- 
ment very farre, whillt it is notabuſed, yer that being all the Baſis of 
their power when that ſhall fall away (as it doth when groſly abuſed) 
all derivative power vaniſhes with it; and Story tel}s us that the King- 
dome {-merti mes hath cauſeleſly our of leverie and love of noveltie, be- 
rayed the Parhament, bur no Age ever ſaw one Parliament that pro- 
ved treacherous to the whole kingdome, 

Sixtly, as we ſee none bur good fruits in this publike Councell, ſo 
we ſee none but bad in its private oppoſice, for when we ſee his Maie- 
ſty at the ſame time ray ſing Forces here againſt a Parliament,not iuſtly 
convinced of treaſon, and yer not affording his ready aſliſtance to 
upplies for [reland, whillt many Proteſtants are murdered daily there 
for want of the ſame, and that by the hands of thoſe bloody miſcreants 
whom his Maieſtie never mentions without horror, And when wee 
ſee all intentions of forces abiured, and with ſuch high imprecations 
ciſclaymed,exceprt for a guard onely,and yer as ſoone as Forces are in- 
creaſed thereby, open defiance proclaimed to aJl which adhere to the 
Parliament in orders made for publique ſafetie, And when we ſee the in- 
truſting of the publike Militia into Faithfull hands by Authority of the 
whole ſtate thundred againſt as oppreſſive to the Subie&, and yer ar 
the ame time, Commiſſions of Array iſſaed out to ſuch as my Lord R7- 
vers,&c, the ſaid Commitlions being as illegall and vexatious, and 
dangerous,and ſo generally knownto bezas the Ship-Scor was, when we 
ſee theſe things and many other like we grieve,we bleed inwardly fer 
his Maieſty, & it ſeemes predigious to us that ſo gentle a Prince ſhould 
indure ſo much,ſo many yeares cogether for ſuch Miniſters ſakes con- 
trary to the prayers and advertiſements of chis whole glorious Britiſh 
Monarchy, 

Seventhly, his Majeſtie reſts onely in generalls ( which according 
to his Majeſties wne words amount to juſt nothing, for as generall, 
complaints of ſubvercing Law, and ſubjecting both King and King- 
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dome to lawleſſe Arbitrary rule, are preſſed again the Parliament, fo 
nothing bat generall promiſes, ot making us a happy people, and con- 
ſenting to all juſt requeſts, are uttered by his Ma eſtie - at this preſent 
when his Maje tic prefers private adviſe before publique, yet 
he actribuces generally all due reſp? > co Parliaments: And when 
his Majeſti: rakes up the Sword againit the Parliament, the higheſt 
Court of Law in England, and not condemned, but by Edit Law 
onely, ( no Peere, Julge,8c. appearing in the condemnation) yer 
this (word is ſaid to be taken u> mezrely ro protett the Law ; This 
ſtrange perſecucion of x Parliam-nt, and all ics fawourers, by fire and 
{word, which to our ordinary ap»rehenſions ſeemes fo diſtna]l and ta- 
tall, eſpecially ar this time, wen it 18 as great a benefit to Popiſh Re. 
bels in [yelan1,as it 15 a {courge to iovalt Protetants-ia E 1g/and, & this 
muſt ſeeme not only to ſtand with his Majeſties generall expreiſions 
of Trace, bu in a generall 'enſe itis it ſelf an a t of Grace, 

And chis is nt w 01 lerfull, for we kn» wv chat whiltt che Ship-ſcos, 
and all other Proje.ts and V»nooglies lay heavyeſt upon us,in all our 
{>re grievances and vi-lations, generail expretſions of Grace dil ever 
acc-:mnany them, though taey rither added than diminiſhed co the 
wiphc of our ſorrows. And therefore we have now the leſſe reaſonto 
comfart our ſelyes with generall aJurances, eſpecially ſince deeds of 
hoſtility faile nor to attend our (weeceſt words of clemency ; Nay, 
and in the ſame Manifeſtoes, as we finde profeſſions favouring all of 
Law, right, and limited power . ſo we finde wichall intermingled di- 
vers poſitions placing the King beyond all Law, righc and limitation, 
and reducing Parliaments to leſſe pawer than ordinary Courts, 

In all ſubmiſſive humilicy Peas va we humbty proftrate our ſelyes 
before his Majeſties feer, with rhe pious render of cheſe our carnelt ſup- 
plicacions, 

Firſt, That it woul4 pleaſe his Majeſty, in a war ofthis confound- 
ing nature to the three Kingdoames at once, an to the true Religion,n 
them ca have recoarſe to the imparciall adviſe of former ages, raihet 
then »of this, | 

Secondly, to abandon the Councels of Papiſts, as well ſuch as goe 
to Church by diſpenfation, as nor, an4 as well ſuch as ſend inſtra tions 
fram beyond the Sea, as thoſe which are hore m »re vilible - ann the 
ſame manner to reiet the advercſem nts of [Dehnquents, Prelites, 
Souldiers, &c, whoſe known interets makes them incomperent als 
viſers in this caſe, no age hiving a paral2l] ro #, and if his Majeſty 
oonceives publike adviſes bz parciall ar this crime; yet to loc mn 
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tome know what private adviſe is hearkened to, ard what the qualiry 
2nd grounds of it 1s, for the beter yindication of his Ma;eſties Ho- 
nour, and the more full ſatisfation of a)l true ProteRanis. 

Thirdly, To make a further gueſfe at ſome of his Majeſties Cour- 
cellors, by thoſe talſe flanders of Treaſons which they have powred 
into tus Mazeſties eares, and are now diſproved to all the world.

For if Sir Fohn Hothan 
be not fitter to be truſted than Caprain Leg, and my Lord of Warwicke 
then Sir Johu Penninoton, yetthe Kings intereſt is not altered, nothing 
but the ſubordinate perſon is changed, and if this be nor allowed to a 
Parlizment, the Subject hath no remedy nor power of defence in any 
danger when the King miſtakes both his friends and foes : but if this 
be allowed, the King ſuffers nothing by ir. Be which ſerves the State 
laichfully, muſt weeds ſerve the King faithfully, (ir is ro be wiſhed, the 
contrary were as true) a generall defection is notto be feared, nor 
could be redreſſed if irſhould happen, and except in caſe of generall 
defection, the State cannot chu'e ro the diſadvantage of the King : Bus 
the Militiabe not the main cauſe of this war,if any other ſuper-emer- 
gent exceptions, againſt any pariicular perſons, in, or out of Parlia- 
ment may betaken. this may be debated, and 2ccommodated legally

Seventhly, That his Maieſtie will let us know ſomething in patti- 
cular concerning our priviledges, in and out of Parliament, and what 
jaticude of authotiry and power ſhall be granted ro the repreſemative 
body of the whole Kingdome, even when his Maieſtie likes berter of 
private adviſe ; and alſo how farre his Maieſtie will grant his Royal
